Funeral  services  for  President 
Stephen  L Richards,  first  coun- 
selor in  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Cliurch  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  will  be  held 
Friday  at  12:15  p.m.  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Tabernacle  under  direction 
of  the  First  Presidency. 

President  Richards  died  Tues- 
day morning  of  a heart  ailment 
in  the  Salt  Lake  City  Latter-day 
Saints  hospital.  He  was  reported- 
ly feeling  well  Monday  and  was 
stricken  during  the  night.  He 
died  shortly  after  entering  the 
hospital.  President  Richards  was 
79  years  old. 

Honored  Leader 

President  Richards  was  an 
honored  lawyer,  rancher,  educa- 
tor and  business  man.  To  the 
million  and  a half  members  of 
the  Church,  he  was  a revered 
spiritual  leader.  He  was  partic- 
ularly esteemed  for  his  life-long 
service  to  the  Church  missionary 
program. 

As  an  educator  he  served  as 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity and  did  much  to  build  the 
institution  to  the  prominence  it 
now  enjoys.  President  Wilkin- 
son said  in  a statement  Tuesday, 
that  President  Richards  was  “in 
a large  part  responsible  for 
transforming  Brigham  Young 
University  from  essentially  a 
local  institution  to  the  great  sen- 
ior university  of  the  Church.” 

Born  in  1879 

President  Richards  was  born

Returns  to  Utah 

Returning  to  Utah,  he  became 
promineilt  in  law,  business  and 
public  affairs.

Active  throughout  his  life  in 
Church  service.  President  Rich- 
ards was  called  to  to  the  general 
board  of  the  Sunday  School  in 
1906.  On  Jan.  17,  1917,  he  was 
called  to  be  an  apfostle  and  was 
ordained  by  President  Joseph  F. 
Smith.  He  was  set  apart  as  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency 
on  April  8,  1^1,  by  President 
David  O.  McKay. 

Surving  President  Richards 
are  seven  sons  and  daughters, 
two  brothers  and  one  sister,  30 
grandchildren  and  27  great- 
grandchildren.

Seek  Top  Education^  Independence 


“The  Trial  Run  Turned  out  a Winner,’’  says 
the  report  of  the  Council  for  Financial  Aid  to 
Education. 

This  report  is  on  the  first  two  years  of  the 
public  service  advertising  campaign,  in  the 
nation’s  mass  media,  on  behalf  of  American 
higher  education. 

The  council’s  motto- has  been,  “Higher  Edu- 
cation— Keep  it  Bright.”  Organized  in  1953  by 
businessmen  to  encourage  the  widest  po^ible 
voluntary  support  of  America’s  institutions  of 
higher  learning,  its  support  has  come  from 
four  major  general  welfare  foundations:  The 
Carnegie,  Ford,  Rockefeller,  and  Sloan  founda- 
tions. 

PROMOTIONAL  PURPOSES  ONLY 

Of  interest  is  the  fact  that  the  council  neither 
solicits  nor  disburses  funds  for  education. 

Its  program  consists  of  study;  countrywide 
promotional  activities  to  widen  college  support 
from  the  general  public;  and  direct  services  and 
regional  conferences  to  facilitate  college  devel- 
opment. 

It  would  seem  that  this  organization  grew 
out  of  the  need  to  gain  greater  support  from 
the  general  public.  . . who  could  send  more  of 
their  sons  and  daughters  to  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  This  is  the  educational  pro- 
gram launched  by  the  council  and  its  records 
show  it  to  have  spent  over  eight  million  dollars 
on  this  project. 


All  of  this  would  not  greatly  affect  Brigham 
Young  University  specifically,  except  for  the 
fact  that  the  council  has  undertaken  to  push 
higher  education  in  America  . . . without  going 
to  the  Federal  government  for  aid. 

This,  of  course,  is  the  official  stand  taken  by 

BYU. 

DON’T  BECOME  DEPENDENT 

In  their  recent  report,  the  council  quoted 
Alexis  de  .Tocqueville,  who  said  in  1836:  “In 
America  the  citizen  never  thinks  of  soliciting 
the  cooj>eration  of  the  Government;  but  he 
publishes  his  plan,  offers  to  execute  it  himself 
courts  the  assistance  of  other  individuals,  and 
struggles  manfully  against  all  obstacles. 

Undoubtedly  he  is  often  less  successful  than 
the  State  might  have  been  in  his  position;  but 
in  the  end,  the  sum  of  these  private  undertak- 
ings far  exceeds  all  that  the  Government  could 
effect.”. 

The  council  urges  church  members  support- 
ing an  institution  of  higher  learning  to: 

1,  Prepare  for  increased  enrollments  for  to- 
morrow, 2.  Strengthen  faculties,  now.  3.  Re- 
member that  you  are  dependent  upon  good 
education — and  good  education  is  dependent 
upon  you. 

And  we  agree  with  the  council  that  it  is  up 
to  us.  , . we  would’  rather  “do  it  ourselves,” 
strengthening  freedom  in  a world  already  mov- 
ing too  rapidly  toward  socialism.

The  journalism  department  at 
New  York  University’s  School 
of  Commerce,  Accounts,  and  Fi- 
nance releases  the  following  re- 
cults of  its  seventh  annual  opin- 
ion poll  of  the  nation’s  college 
newspaper  editors, 

A majority  of  the  student 
journalists  who  responded  said 
that: 


-Vice  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon  and  Senator  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy will  win  their  party  nomin- 
ations for  the  presidency  in  1960. 

-The  United  States  should  rec- 
oznize  Communist  China. 

-If  necessary  the  United 
States  should  use  force  to  main- 
tain the  corridors  to  West  Berlin.' 

-Newspapermen  should  have 
the  right  to  keep  their  news 
sources  confidential. 

40  Students  Decide 
Participating  in  the  poll  were 
40  editors  at  large  and  small, 
public  and  private  institutions  of 


higher  learning  in  all  parts  of 
the  United  States, 

Twenty-six  of  the  editors 
named  Vice  President  Nixon  as 
the  most  likely  Republican  can- 
didate for  the  presidency  in 
1960.  Another  13  named  Gover- 
nor Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  of 
New  York.  (One  respondent  did 
not  reply  to  this  question.) 

Senator  Kennedy  of  Massa- 
chusetts received  29  votes  as  the 
most  likely  Democratic  stand- 
ard bearer  in  1960. 

Twenty-four  of  the  student 
editors  urged  United  States  rec- 
ognition of  Communist  China. 

One  commented,  “Red  China 
holds  the  key  to  the  future.  The 
United  States  cannot  afford  to 
ignore  it  any  longer.”  Another 
remarked,  “It’s  time  the  United 
State  dealt  with  realities  in 
the  Far  East.  Recognition  would 
lead  to  more  realistic  negotia- 
tions with  the  communist  world.” 
One  student  who  opposed  such 
action  wrote,  “Recognitioni 


would  hurt  our  prestige.”  An- 
ather  stated,  “Political  and  ec- 
onomic sanctions  would  be  bet- 
ter than  recognition  at  present.” 
Must  Take  Stand 
Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the 
campus  journalists  favored  a 
strong  stand  on  the  Berlin  crisis 
and  were  in  agreement  that  “we 
must  make  a stand  some  place 
and  if  it’s  not  in  Berlin  it  may 
be  in  the  United  States.” 

A minority  said  they  feared  a 
strong  stand  would  lead  to 
World  III  and  that  “any  action 
which  would  encourage  war  in 
this  nuclear  age  is  unthinkable.” 
Eighty-eight  per  cent  of  the 
editors  stated  that  newspaper- 
men should  be  allowed  to  keep 
their  news  sources  confidential. 

Seventy-eight  per  cent  ap- 
proved of  the  right  of  radio  and 
television  commentators  to  ed- 
itorialize, but  many  suggested 
that  listeners  should  be  told 
whether  thej^  are  hearing  fact 
or  opinion.

Sell  Yourself,  Record,  Desire 


Job-seekers  should  heed  the 
following  rules,  according  to  the 
Grey  Advertising  Agency  of  New 
York  City: 


1.  Analyze  what  you  really 
like  to  do  best.  Study  your  inter- 
ests. Be  prepared  to  talk  about 
them  during  an  interview.  Know- 
ing, then,  that  the  first  product 
you  have  to  sell  is  yourself,  you 
must  then  find  the  market  for 
yourself. 


2.  Based  on  your  interest  in  a 
field,  learn  as  much  about  it  as 
possible.

Ar- 
rive at  interview  five  minutes 
early.  The  interviewer  will  re- 
spect your  interest.  Lateness  is  a 
bad  strike  against  you  to  begin 
with. 


5.  Be  neat,  clean,  hair  combed, 
fingernails  clean,  well-pressed 
clothes,  shined  shoes,  avoid 
gaudy  jewels,  makeup.  Be  well- 
shaved,  well-groomed  to  reflect 
to  a prospective  employer  that 
you  also  have  the  type  of  well- 


groomed  mind  that  maker, ; 
success  in  his  company. 

6.  Be  confidept,  enthusias 
but  don’t  bluff.  Use  good  Engti 
and  speak  distinctly.
